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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Alstead, N. H.: 
Gentlemen—It is my privilege to submit to you and through 
you to the citizens of Alstead my third annual report. 


TEACHERS. 


Our teachers have worked faithfully for the most part during 
the past year. Several changes have occurred by resignation or 
otherwise. 

-The best results are generally secured where the teacher’s ser- 
vice has been most continuous. This rule has held true in the 
schools of our town during the past three years. 

In this connection I would recommend that, so far as possible, 
no teacher be engaged for less than one year, provided her ser- 
vices prove satisfactory. 

As the teacher is the leading factor in any eoronl system, too 
much caré cannot be used in her selection. 

Special training for the work of teaching is undoubtedly valu- 
able. But it does not insure success in the schoolroom. ‘There 
are many qualities of the successful teacher which no normal 
school course can supply. Some of these are tact, executive ability, 
energy and the power of adaptation, or the power to fit one’s self 


- and work to local conditions. 


Whenever a teacher by reason of superior training or long 
experience feels that she no longer needs to make any special 
effort for improvement, she has reached the limit of her highest 
usefulness. Here, as in other lines of work, self-satisfaction is the 
end of growth. 

None of our schools during the past year could be called a

failure. Every teacher gave evidence of many excellent qualifica- 
tions. But it is true, however, that some did not meet with the 
success that we had a right to expect because they seemed to depend 
more on past experience or training than on painstaking, every- 
day effort. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance shows some improvement over last year. In 
some schools it has been excellent. 

By a careful examination of the school registers it appears that, 
leaving out of account the cases of absence for which there was 
legitimate cause, the responsibility for unexcused absence lies with 
comparatively few persons. 

A large majority of the pupils are commendably regular in 
attendance. ‘The record is lowered by the irregularity of the few. 
Eight of the most marked offenders are charged with about seven 
hundred half-day absences, and there is no evidence that any con- 
siderable number of these absences were excusable. Entire non- 
attendance would have been nearly as profitable to these pupils and 
much more so to the schools. 

It would seem that these conditions should not be allowed to 
continue, if there is any remedy in the force of public sentiment 
or official action. But, I repeat from my report of last year,— 
“The responsibility for regular attendance rests primarily with the 
parent or guardian. By evasion or indifference he may to some 
extent succeed in defrauding his child of school privileges and yet 
escape the full penalties of the law.” 


GRADING AND COURSE OF STUDY. 

The course of study that has formed the basis of our grading 
should be somewhat revised and made more complete and definite 
in some subjects. 

The difficulties which necessarily attended the first attempts 
to grade the schools have been largely overcome. It is not ex- 
pected or desired that all the pupils in each grade will keep “‘lock- 
step” in all their work or that promotion will be based on any 
arbitrary system of percentages or examinations. It is only de-

sired that each child shall do his work in an orderly manner and 
shall be placed as nearly as possible in those classes best adapted to 
his knowledge and mental capacity. 

As now arranged, when one has finished the grade work he must 
either give-up school altogether, or leave town to continue. his 
studies in some higher school at an expense which many cannot 
well afford. For one to leave school at the age of fourteen or fif- 
teen when he ordinarily has completed the grade work is a serious 
loss to himself and the community in which he is to live. 

At this age his judgment and reasoning powers are developing 
so that he can begin to see facts in their broader relations and 
can get his best appreciation of many subjects which he has never 
clearly understood before. His wider experience and clearer judg- 
ment enable him to make practical application of what he learns 
to every-day business and economic conditions. 

For the benefit of such pupils it would seem practicable to add 
to the present course of study an advanced grammar course of one 
year comprising such studies as commercial arithmetic, bookkeep- 
ing, civics, algebra, English composition, business methods, and 
first year Latin. 

If classes could be formed as needed at the Village or East 
grammar schools it might prove of great advantage to those who 
may have finished the grade work but do not find it convenient to 
go away to school. It would also enable those who plan to enter 
some high school to take a portion of the work here at home. 

A class of four at the Hast grammar school has been doing good 
work in advanced high school studies. Others who took high school 
work in our schools last year, have been able to take advanced 
standing in the high schools which they have since entered. 

TEXT BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 

The introduction of Morton’s geographies in place. of the Rand- 
McNally series has resulted in better classification, interest, and 
results, 

More. apparent still are the good results of the new supple- 
mentary readers. A few more copies should, be provided so that 
classes. may be furnished with them as needed. 


‘ 
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The work of the primary grades could be much improved, if 
a larger variety of materials for busy work and object lessons could 
be provided. 

No outlay for school purposes produces larger results than the 
purchase of needed books and supphes. They are the tools with 
which teachers and pupils work and should be the best attainable. 


BUILDINGS. 


The large increase in the number of pupils at East Alstead last 
spring made the need of another schoolroom imperative. It is 
hoped that the repairs on the schoolhouse there may be completed 
before another winter season. 

Several schoolrooms need interior freshening. The lhghting 
should also be improved by means of adjustable shades. 

It would appear that the floors at the Village schoolhouse were 
never properly laid. They are now badly worn and are a constant 
source of disturbance and in winter of discomfort. If new floors 
could be laid the building would seem to be in good condition 
throughout. | 

Several of the outbuildings need attention for moral as well as 
sanitary reasons. 

CONSOLIDATION. 

The most marked improvement in country schools in recent 
years has appeared in those towns which have adopted the prin- 
ciple of consolidation of smaller schools. To one who has seen 
the effects of such a change no argument is necessary to prove its 
wisdom. . 

Statistics gathered by the United States Commissioner of Hdu- 


‘ cation from all parts of the country show that better teachers, 


equipment, supervision, classification, scholarship, and conduct have 
been the almost universal result of consolidation. 

It is not likely that immediate action involving any radical 
change in the location of our schools will be taken very soon. 

It may, however, be worth while to consider whether it 1s 
profitable to continue a school of from five to ten pupils when, 
without extra expense, they could be carried to another school 
where better classification and instruction could he secured. 
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In conclusion I would express my appreciation of the cordial 
support of the school board, the hearty co-operation of the teachers, 
and the interest of citizens generally.
